It fs 
understood and agreed that the sum tendered herewith is a voluntary, gratuitous contribution to said fund which I understand 
is to be administered in the following manner. 

The Director of the FBI will appoint a committee which shail consider all matters pertaining to the acquisition, safe 
keeping and expending of said fund, which committee will recommend appropriate action to the Director in pertinent matters. 
The Assistant Director of the Administrative Division of the FBI shall receive all contributions and account for same to the 
Director. Upon the death of any Special Agent who is a member of said fund the appointed committee wii'l consider the case 
and submit a recommendation to the Director as to its conclusions. Appropriate instructions wili then be issued to the Assist- 
ant Director of the Administrative Division, directing him to pay to the designated beneficiary the sum of $10,000.

My recent performance rating covering the ^e'r'Iön ~J~ 
4/1/65 to 3 / 31/66 has been received with the adjective rating 
of "Satisfactory. " I am disappointed in myself in not having 
kept you personally informed as to certain noteworthy accom- 
plishments during the rating period. Consequently, I am very 
deeply disappointed in the resulting Performance Rating of 
Satisfactory . It, of course, denotes mediocre work perform- 
ance and I have never been satisfied with serving you other 
than in an "Outstanding" manner. I cannot help but have the 
impression you may believe I have "let you down. " 

It is fully realized that you have a great many duties 
to perform and responsibilities to handle. The thought has 
occurred that possibly all of the pertinent information was not .<* 
readily available at the Bureau when my Performance Rating 
prepared, such as the statistics for March, 1966 .^ Out Qgn 
intense personal loyalty to you and with a spirit of comj 
cooperation plus disappointment I furnish the. following fäTcts. 

The following data pertains to the rating period and is based 
upon the records of this office. As you are aware, this Division.. 
geographically eovers approximately one-half of the stajfce^and 
thirds of the population, or over twelve ,mi 7 llIon><pe/spns .■ -I 
havé been the SAC since 3/1/64. ' ’ i; * * 0 Xs—. 

1. Statistics - For the’riscal year 1 9^' S . 
Angeles Off ice finished ahead of the previous year_in Jâll -f our 
categories>. In addition, this office led all Divisions in 
Convictions with 769 ? which is 157 or 25$ more than the seeond 
place' office. We also led all Divisions in Fugitives apprehended 
with-1,045, which is 352 or 51 $ more than the second place office. 
It was the greatest year in the history of this Division and 
appears to be the best or one of the best overall records of 
any Division in the Bureau in peace time. At present and 
throughout the rating period we led all Divisions in the total

I ahead of last year in 3 out of 4 categories being short 95 Con- W'- 
victions compared to the same time last year. Every effort is 
being made to surpass last year and if it is humanly possible 

I to do so, it will be accomplished. The principal reasons for 
the deficiency is the decline in Bank Robberies and resulting 
Bank Robbery Convictions. We are short 62 Bank Robbery Con- 
victions and short 35 Convictions in Veterans Administration 
Matters. The latter is occasioned by a change in the policy ’ 
of the Department of Justice. Numerous personal contacts have 
been had with the U. S. Attorney and there are favorable in- 
dications that we can equal or surpass last year. We are doing 
everything possible. This Division will definitely finish this 
fiscal year ahead of all other Divisions in the two categories 
of Convictions and Fugitives as we did last year. This matter 
has received my close personal attention at all times. 

2. Applicant Recruitment - During the rating period, 
in September, I965, a quota o"f T Agent per month was established. 
This quota, calling for 7 Agent applicants during the remainder 
of the rating period was surpassed by 42$. Aecording to the 
records of this office 10 Agents entered on duty during the 
7 months from September through March. 

In January, 1966, we supplied 5 new Agents, the highest 
number ever contributed by this office in a single month. ,This 
was accomplished despite the high rate of employment ancy-dsp^y 
high salaries in the community. Every effort continueä^ö^^ 
texpended and we will continue to exceed the quota. ^%n- 

sured on 12/14/65 for failing to meet the quota at^m %me 
and was commended by letter on 3/4/66 for the fine ^|i|psequent 
performance of exceeding the quota. During the rating period 
we interviewed and recommended favorably to the Bureau a total 
of 91 applicants for the position of Special Agent. We have 3 
applicants already appointed and scheduled for the April class 
and 1 for the June class. In addition, we have 25 applicants 
presently being processed at the Bureau for possible future 
appointment. On an overall basis the performance of this 
office in recent months has exceeded all previous records in 
this regard. This program, which receives my personal attention, 
^will continue to shov; the desired results. 
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3. Bank Robbery Violations - As of 3/31/66 this >> 
office'had 245 unsolved cases -which cannot he closed until \ 
all suhjects have heen identified and prosecution is complete. I 
The oldest such violation is 10/10/62, which is approximately / 
one and one-half years prior to my assignment to this Division. 
Since that date this office has successfully solved 673 Bank 
Robbery violations. This is the greatest total numher of 
solutions of any Field Division during a like period of time 

in the history of the Bureau. I am happy to report that for 
the first time in over a quarter of a century there has been 
a suhstantial decline in recent months in Bank Robberies in 
this Division. For the first nine months of this fiscal year 
there is a decline of 110 Bank Robbery violations. Projecting 
the current Bank Robbery rate to the balance of this fiscal 
year it should reflect a decline of approximately one-third. 

Our percentage of Bank Robbery Convictions will not decline 
that much due to a higher rate of solution. Despite the 
great number of Bank Robbery violations in this Division plus 
the many problems of handling such in a big city, including 
many police jurisdictions, indifference, etc., we have had a 
high rate of solution. As time goes on the solution rate 
becomes higher. For example, during the 1964 fiscal year the 
percentage of solution presently is in excess of 75$ and con- 
tinues to improve. For the 1965 fiscal year it is now 68$ and 
■continues to increase. During the 1965 fiscal year we had 180 
Bank Robbery Convictions, which is the highest of any-^§asion 
in history and exceeds the Convictions of each of t^**uw^|^ffices 
tied for second place by 309$. This percentage «ef^bf^i^tiöns 
plus the decline in Bank Robbery is a direct resuJ$W)f a 
positive, aggressive, hard hitting campaign. This matter will 
continue to receive my close personal attention to insure that 
everything possible is being done to combat this problem. 

4. Miscellaneous Items - The Hoodlum Program needed 
revitalizing and during the rating period drastic action was 
taken to accomplish this objective. The results are encouraging. 
For example, during the rating period there were a total of 7 
pending indictments and/or Convictions in gambling violations, 
which is the largest number to date for this Division. Inves- 
tigation instituted during that period should result in approx- 
imately 15 more indictments and Convictions within the near 
future. A special Grand Jury is being convened this month and 
this should result in further disclosures of violations. All 
phases of organized crime is being afforded aggressive, intelli- 
gent and constant attention and I am closely following these 
matters. 
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The Watts riots, the most costly and violent of any 
riots in the history of the country transpired during the rating 
period. The riots were subsequently investigated by numerous 
boards and commissions, some of which were politically motivated. 
From the inception, the Bureau was promptly and fully informed 7Vu £ 
and at no time was the FBI drawn into the controversies that ? 
followed. As you are aware, I personally handled many facets 
of this matter. 

There have been a few employees assigned to this 
office, whom I did not recommSnd for employment, who have per- 
formed their duties in a substandard manner. In each instance 
upon learning of such substandard work performance I immediately 
checked _into the facts and recommend.ed drastic administrative 
action. I have followed your policy of being "firm but fair." 

5. Fublic and Police Relations - During the past 
two years William Parker, Chief of Police in Los Angeles, has 
not been known to publicly or privately make a disparaging 
remark to anyone residing in this Division concerning the FBI, 
its officials or employees. This is apparently the longest 
period of time he has desisted since becoming Chief in 1950. 

This absence of criticism of the FBI is directly related to 
my efforts. 

During previous years the FBI has been the subject 
of criticism by some of its most vociferous, influential and 
prominent enemies who reside or work in this Division, such as 
former Attorney General Stanely Mosk, Governor Edmund "Pat" 

Brown, Los Angeles Mayor Sam Yorty, etc. Not once during the 
rating period has there been public criticism of the FBI in 
this Division, or any of its officials from any prominent in- 
dividual. 

During the rating period there has not appeare^iS^e 
known unfavorable editorial or news article based on^ur7i^[^s- 
tigations in the more than 390 newspapers in the D^^xéi^i, w the 
152 radio stations, and the 19 television stations . ^vPhsre were 
many hundreds of favorable articles and editorials throughout 
the territory in the newspapers as well as on the radio and 
television stations. 

For the second consecutive year every major law en- 
forcement organization in the state passed commendatory resolu- 
tions concerning the Director and the Bureau. Copies have 
been furnished to the Bureau. 
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► I have been appointed to serve on the Executive 

Committee of the California Peace Officers Association, the 
largest such organization in the nation. It is the first 
time an SAC has been appointed to thls Executive Committee 
in approximately 10 years. In addition, I am on the Executive 
’Committee of the Peace Officers Association of Los Angeles 
County a the 3rd largest in the nation. As a member of the 
above organizations and on the Executive Committees I am 
better able ând have effectively protected and promoted the 
best interests of the Bureau and the Director. For example, 
IQuinn Tamm, Director of the IACP 5 which is the second largest 
j law enforcement association in numbers in the nation, attempted 
to "crash" the Mid-Winter meeting in February, 1966, of the 
California Peace Officers Association. He received a very 
cool reception. In fact* he was asked by the President after 
appropriate prompting, "What the hell are you doing here?" 

Tamm departed shortly thereafter. 

6. Productivity - For eomp'arison purposes the 
following is set forth: 

In January, 1954, this Division had 5*594 pending 
cases with a 21.2 $ delinquency with investigative personnel 
totaling 345. The statistics for the 1953 fiscal year were: 

259 Convictions^ $2,423,659 in Fines, Savings and Recoveries; 

930 Fugitives apprehendedj and 249 Automobiles recovered.

The most recent statistics for a full vear is the 1965 fiscal 
year which were: 769 Convictionsj $24,969*275 in Fines^Savings 
and Recoveries; 1,0^5 Fugitives apprehendedj and 439^A^0no- 
biles recovered.

All of the above was accomplished by this office with 
a current assignment of 34 fewer investigative employees than 
weie assigned here in January, 1954. 

Thére are many other noteworthy items that could be 
mentioned but are not in the interest of brevity. Should there 
be any questions I would be pleased to furnish the answers. 
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I am in complete agreement with the importance of 
applicant recruitment, statistics, and "bank robhery solutions 
along with other pertinent items and these factors are given 
consideration when appropriate in the performance ratings of 
each and every Agent in this Division. 

Although there have heen certain phases of our 
activities from time to time that needed improvement and re- 
vitalizing, on an overall hasis the accomplishments and work 
performance during the rating period according to existing 
records has heen one of the hest, if not the hest, of any year 
in the history of this Division, which was opened in 1915- 
Despite the many fine accomplishments of this office during the 
rating period, which are outstanding in many instances, I am 
not fully satisfied. I am demanding and insisting on even 
greater accomplishments and these without douht will follow. 

I have one desire, that is to serve you in an "outstanding" 
manner . 


May I wish for you personally many more years of good 
health and continued success as the great and astute Director 
of the M3I.

SAC Grapp’s letter of 4-11-66 expressed regret over his ”Satisfactory” per- 
formance rating, dissatisfaction with impression he is serving the Director other than 
in an "outstanding” manner and furnished certain information bearing on specific office 
activities, enumerated hereinafter. He assured the Director of even greater accomplish- 
ments and wished the Director continued health and success. The Director noted - 
"Analyze this carefully, Grapp makes a pretty strong case for himself . " 



1. STATISTICS . SAC states for fiscal year 1965 (ending 6-30-65) Los Angeles 
exceeded the previous fiscal year in four categories (convictions, savings, fugitives and 
automobiles) leading all divisions then and now in convictions and fugitives apprehended. 
OBSERVATION. True, but convictions as of 3-31-66 are 15% less than th'e previous 
compapable 9-month period although as stated office showed gains in the other three cate- 
gories. He blamed fewer convictions to decline in Bank Robbery violations and Veterans 
Administration Matters, the latter attributed to policy change by Department of Justice 
(cases no longer required to be referred to Bureau when illegal receipköf unemployment 
benefits $300 or less, which applies to all offices). 

2. APPLICANT RECRUITMENT . SAC stai 
ten new agents and four appointments outstanding with 
OBSERVATION. During performance rating year Los 
New Agent Classes, only five of which were recruited from 4-1-65 to 9-30-65. SAC 
Grapp was censured 12-14-65 as Los Angeles failed to meet its quota of two for October, 
November, 1965. SAC Grapp requested 24 additional agents during office inspection 
October, 1965 but only eleven were approved and the Director noted "Right, * I don’t see 
how SAC can seek additional assignment of agents when they have miserably failed in 
recruiting new agents. " Bureau intensified recruitment program after which Los Angeles 
made a more concerted effort to meet its responsibilities and was commended 3-4-66 for 
recruiting six new agents during January and February. Two agents were furnished in 
March and four appointments now outstanding.

3. BANK ROBBERY VIOLATIONS. SAC states 245 (actually 254) 
unsolved bank robberies in that office as of 3-31-66 (oldest being 10-10-62) 
since which date Los Angeles solved 673 (actually 706) bank robbery violations, 
the greatest total number of any field office during a similar period. He attri- 
buted decline of 110 (actually 113) bank robbery violations since 7-1-65 to 
positive, aggressive, hard-hitting campaign stating 68% solution rate since 
that date. Fiscal year ending 6-30-65, Los Angeles had 180 bank robbery 
convictions, the highest of any division in history exceeding two second place 
offices by 309%. OBSERVATION. Except as above figures were revised 
statements are true but should be as Los Angeles consistently has a far greater 
number of bank robbery violations and therefore should have a correspondingly 
greater number of convictions. Also noted that while convictions obtained 
during fiscal year are not all necessarily for violations which occurred 
during fiscal yeaij during the same period Indianapolis and San Francisco 
had a higher ratio of convictions as compared to their number of violations. 

Also noted Los Angeles, in addition to bank robbery cases, was 
down in convictions in several other important classifications: Theft from 
Interstate Shipment, Veterans Administration Matters, Federal Reserve Act 
and Fraud Against the Government cases. Los Angeles was so advi^dd as 
to each classification with analysis of principal statistics producn^^a^ifi- 
cations and specific suggestions on five different occasions sinc^Augirit, 

1965. In these letters, Los Angeles was told of the drop in pepmng\ase- 
loads, means of developing sources for new cases, delinquenme^fn these 
classifications and the like.

4. MISCELLANEÖUS ITEMS: SAC states revitalization of Hoodlum Program was 
needed and described results as encouraging, pointed out seven indictments and/or 
convictions in gambling violations during rating period and investigations should result in 
about 15 more within the near future. OBSERVATIONS: SAC Grapp's letter of 2-18-66 
referred to Bureau's communication of 1-19-66 indicating weaknesses in the Criminal 
Intelligence Program and made certain observations such as fluctuation in origin case- 
load was commensurate with available manpower and cases; office was hampered in de- 
velopment of cases with statistical potential by geographical location of öffice and the like. 
Bulet 2-28-66 informed SAC contents of letter reflected a self-satisfied attitude with 
mediocre results recently accomplished, noting only three convictions since 7/62 in the 
anti-gambling field, emphasizing that office’s record unsatisfactory when compared with 
other offices such as Philadelphia with 25 convictions. His contention that geographical 
location hampered development of cases was termed unacceptable to the Bureau in that 
Miami, bounded on three sides by the ocean recently broke two nationwide gambling opera- 
tions which would result in indictment of 16 or more notorious gamblers. Los Angeles' 
accomplishments also unfavorable compared with other offices in identification of mem- 
bers of La Cosa Nostra and Top Echelon Criminal Informant Program. SAC was told he 
must take appropriate remedial steps to correct such weaknesses. 


SAC states in connection with Watts riots, costly and violent, Bureau 
was kept fully and promptly informed. OBSER VATION : True. Domestic Intelligence 
Divisiön observes that certain of that office's responsibilities in security areas need 
additional attention, such as excessive delinquencies in certain classifications and 
more accurate reporting to facilitate dissemination of information when appropriate. 


With respect to SAC Grapp's statement that he follows Director's policy 
of being "firm but fair, " it may be noted that in addition to 24 instances of admin-

5. PUBLIC AND POLICE RELATIONS. SAC states Chief of Police William 
Parker made no disparaging remarks publicly or privately to anyone residing in Los 
Angeles Division concerning FBI. OBSERVATION . Parker has been quite ill but did in 
October, 1965 at Miami become very critical of the Bureau and the Director to Larry 
King, radio and TV personality, alleging among other things the Director prevented 
Parker from becoming President of the IACP; that the Director was living off J@hn 
Dillinger; FBI could have done more to combat organized crime. SAC stated every major 
law enforcement organization in California passed commendatory resolutions regarding 
the Director and the Bureau, that Grapp serves on Executive Committee of the California 
Peace Officers Association as well as of the Los Angeles Peace Officers Association. 

SAC mentioned ”cold shoulder" treatment given Quinn Tamm, Director, IACP, in mid- 
winter meeting of the latter organization. OBSERVATION. No question but that SAC 
contributorily (along with SACs San Francisco and San Diego) responsible for such 
favorable developments as reported by San Francisco Office. Former SA Peter Pitchess, 
Sheriff, Los Angeles County, deliberately ignored Tamm. Los Angeles does have an 
excellent police training program. SAC states no public criticism of FBI by individuals 
or news media in Los Angeles Division during rating period. OBSE RVATION. Public 
relations as known to Crime Records Division has been generally satisfactory, contri- 
butions to Law Enforcement Bulletin- having been very good, contributions to "The In- 
vestigator” having been below average. Special accomplishments, calendar year, 1965, 
substantial, SAC personally having handled 51 speeches, 30 radio appearances and 7 TV 
commitments. For the period thus far this year he has handled 15 speeches, 14 radio 
and one TV appearance. Achievements considered satisfactory. Press relations being 
maintained in a generally very good status. 


6. PRODUCTIVITY. SAC included comments that on 3-31-66 that office had 

8113 pending cäses (actually 7,359 active cases) with a 7. 2% delinquency. (Over-all 

field delinquency 5. 0%). He emphasized 45% increase in caseload and 66% decrease in 

delinquency and that during rating period office reached an all-time high of total matters 

pending with accumulative total of 126,969 cases. Above accomplishments handled with 

34 fewer investigative employees than in January, 1954. OBSERVATIQpp^ Figure of 

126,969 cases arrived at through adding cümulative closed cases (35^ 093 cumulative

SYNOPSIS 

Three-page ânonymous typewritten letter, postmarked in Los Angeles on 
,5/10/66, contains numerous highly inflammatory allegations against SAC Wesley 
Cj^rapp. Pursuant to your instructions I proceeded iraniediately to Los Angeles 
tö thoroughly check into matter. 

Anonymous letter prepared on either Royalite or Swissa Juiüor portable 
typewriter in bad state of repair. Royalite sold extensively in U. S. Swissa 
Junior manufactured in Switzerland and not sold in U. S. Latent fingerprints 
eliminated. Review by Laboratory of typing specimens in personnel files of 
possible suspects negative. Circurpstantiâl. evidence indicates letter probably 
written by SjDecial Agent Charles Ei/Stine, presehtly assigned Dallas. Stine 
fornierly assigned to Los Ângeles but received disciplinary transfer_as resultjgf 
findings during previous Los Angeles inspection, September, .196.5. Anönymous 
letter writer indicates he has observed Grapp as Ägent, ASAC and SAC. Stine 
so observed Grapp in Los Angeles Office. Letter writer claims to be Catholic. 

Stine is Catholic. Stine was_in Los.Angeles on subpoena on date anonymous letter 
was ma,iled. SAC Grapp leels Stine is responsible for lettèr ancriias furnished 
cfëtailed memorandum setting forth reasons (attached). Stine f s foriner super- 
visor in Los Angeles who has known Stine for ten years viewed letter and on 
basis of llis knowledge of style, grammar arid langüage feels strongly that letter 
written by Stine (memorandum attachecl). 

Original writings of Stine in various Los Angeles files made awi]^)le to 
Laboratory for comparison with worcl usage and writing style in an^pyi'ÉSbus letter. 
Three characteristics noted which appear both in known and questicm^ writings.

Sworn signed statement taken from SAC Grapp (attaclied) in which he 
emphatically denies each allegation. Sworn statements (attacKëd) also talcen 
from numerous employees, including all Agent and clerical supervisors, in 
position to have personal knowledge of matters covered in anonymous letter. 

All supervisors rate Grapp highly as efficient administrator. PerSonal check 
by writer disclosed number of allegations false on their face. For example, 
letter describes SAC Grapp as being on probation. This is not true. 

Letter accuses Grapp of making disrespectful comraepts concerning Director 
while having photograjphs taken with employees in his office. This is emphatically 
denied by all employees who have recently had pictures taken in his office and 
also by photographer who has taken most, if not all, such pictures during last 
11 months. Allegation is made that Grapp arrives at offic.e just before 8:00 a. m. 
and leaves shortly after 5:00 p.m, Review of SAC Grapp’s #3 cards for past 3 
months discloses wide range in his arrival and departure times. Anonymous 
letter writer also alleges Grapp is responsible for "bad press” in Los Angeles 
area and for deteriorating relations with law enforcement and general public. 

Findings of inspection to date indicate public relations are excellent. Crime 
Records Division advises we have M good press” in Los Angeles area. Signed 
Istatements from personnel refute allegätions in anonymous letter. 

One allegation was that Grapp has used obscene language in presence of 
female employees. This appears to be serious distortion of facts. During inquiry 
information receivëd that Grapp used questionable language (not obscene) in his 
private office, which language has been overheard by female employees in front 
office, no specific instances recalled. I immediately advised Grapp of these 
findings and instructed that he cease and desist. One female employee, while 
■ rating Grapp highly as efficient administrator, said she felt him unapproachable 
jand believes employees are afraid of him. Grapp was älso advised of this finding 
Jand was instructed to insure that all employees felt that they had access'to him 
jthrough proper channels. Grapp was greatly concefned about these fh^an^and 
istated positively that there would be immediate 100% compliance with^fn^'mstructions. 

OB3ERVATIONS 

Investigation is continuing. Dallas Office has been directed to send to 
Laboratory all original rough drafts submitted by SA Stine. These will be 
compared against questioned typing. 

As indicated above, inquiries in Los Angeles Office have shown allegations 
in anonymous letter are either patently false or vicious distortions of fact. It 
is not felt, therefore, that any specific inquify should be made outside Los Angeles 
Office. All indications are that Gfapp is taskmaster but firm and fair in dealing 
with personnel.

DETAILS 


Under date of May 10, 1966, a vicious anonymous letter was mailed to the 
Bureau from Los Angeles. This letter made numerous allegations against 
SAC Grapp, all of which are discussed in detail below. Pursuant to your 
instructions I proceeded to Los Angeles on Tuesday, May 17, to thoroughly 
check into this matter and the results of my findings to date are set out below. 

The anonymous letter and a carbon copy which was directed to the Attorney 
General weie examined by the Laboratory. It was found that the typwriting on 
the anonymous letter èorresponds with Laboratory standards for Swissa Junior 
portable style of type, spaced approximately 11 1/2 letters to the inch. This 
style Swissa type is sold in Europe and South America. In addition, the Swissa 
Junior portable style of type is also used by the Royal McBee Company (Netherländs) 
Which manufactures the Royalite typewriter. The Royalite typewriter was first 
manufactured in 1953 and at present the Royal McBee Company exports approxi- 
m^tely 200, 000 Royalite typewriters to the U. S. annually. 


The typing on the anonymous letter was compared agaihst all anonymous 
commünications previously submitted without effecting an identification. 


At my re quest. the Labor atory reviewed the personnel files of former 
Special Agents \ l James Daniel Faziola and Gilmer George 

Robinson. They also reviewed the personnel file of SA Charles E. Stine, 
previously assigned to Los Angeles but now in Dallas. At my request the names 
of the wives of these Agents and adult children were séarched through Bureau 
indices looking toward location of typewritten commxinications. No similar 
typing was found as result of any of these searches« 


The Laboratory has also searched the personnel files of 58 former Special 
Agents who have left the Bureau service from the Los Angeles Office in rece, 
years. In no instance was an identifieation made. 


Special Agent Charles E. Stine for reasons out out beloW is regj^ded âs 
the most logical suspect in this case. The Dallas Office has been reque^réd to 
immediately furnish to me any rough drafts submitted by Stine in connection 
with his regular work. The Dallas Office will xerox the rough drafts so the 
typing will not be delayed by the originals being submitted to the Bureau so 
further typewriter comparisons can be made. 


Voluminous original writing specimens of Special Agent Stine have been 
obtained from the files of the Los Angeles OCfice. Similar examples of writing 
in letters and.airtels hâve been obtained from Bureaufiles. The Dociiment

Section of the Laboratory was requested to compare writing style, Ianguage 
usage, punctuation, typical words, typical misspellings, etc. , of these writings 
against same in the anonymous letter. Results are set out below. 

On the original anonymous letter one latent fingerprint was developed on 
the envelope and three latent fingerprints were developed on the three-page letter 
by the Latent Fingerprint Section. These fingerprints were subsequently 
eliminated by comparison against the prints of personnel handling the letter in 
the Files and Commupications Division. 

CONSIDE R ATION OF SPECIAL AGENT CHARLES E. STINE AS A SUSPECT 

In a careful evaluation and study of the persons Who might have written 
anonymous communication more factors point to Stine than any other individual, 

Stine was transferred from Los Angeles to Dallas as a result of the findings 
of the previous inspectiön of the Los Angeles Office conduCted by Paul C. Young, 
This might account for the attempt to embarrass Inspector Young in the 
anonymous letter. 

SAC Grapp believes that Stine would have reason for writing such a letter. 
Grapp points out that during the Summer of 1965 Stine became arrogant and 
abusive to his supervisor at which time he was transferred by Grapp from one 
squad to another. According to Grapp, this disturbed Stine very greatly.

The anonymous letter refers to having had an opportunity to view Grapp as 
an Agent, as an ASAC and as an SAC. Stine Was in the Los Angeles Office during 
the time Grapp was there in each of these capacities. 

Wltile the anonymous letter writer displayed considerable ij|§pjé , ’hnowledge 
of the Los Angeles OCfice there axe some faetors which would h^ircal^me writer 
was not recently in Los Angeles. For example, sl:ejiographj#tmit%upervisor 
had recovered from ”a serious cancer operntion" at the tinfe was transferred.

,f Taking all factors into consideration, including possibly the highest 
salaries of the nation, few Agents have quit or resigned since my assignment here 
over 26 months ago. There have been 9 Agent resignations, 3 öf which involved • 
Agents who were inVolved in some admiriistrative action or transferred by the 
Bureau for disciplinary purposes. Tlie number compares favorably with the 26 
months just prior to my arrival when 9 Agerits resigned and 4 of these Were under 
disciplinary transfer. The Agent complement at the time was lower than it is 
now. Therefore, the percentage of Agents resigning so far during my tenure is 
lower than it was for a like period prior to my arrival.

I personally reviewed Grapp' s #3 eards for the past 3 months and found numer- 
ous arrivals well before 8:00 a. m. and nümerous departures well after 5:00 p. m. 

13. The anonymous letter claims that Grapp accumulates his overtime by 
claiming imaginary public relations contacts he never makes as is shown by the 
low quality of his friends in that field and the "bad press" we are getting here. 

To this Mr. Grapp replies, "This is another outright falsehood. Never in 
the history of this Division, as far as it can be determined, has this office ever 
enjoyed the superb public and press relations that we now enjoy. Tnere are in this 
Division by a recent count 391 newspapers,' 152 radio stations, and 19 television 
stations. There has not been one known unfavorable editorial or newspaper article 
based on our investigations since my arrival here. There have been many hundreds 
of favorable articles and editorials throughout the territory as well as on the radio 
and television stations. For example, the largest evening newspaper in the nation, 
the *Los Angeles Herald-Examiner’ ran another favorable editorial on the Dire.ctor 
personally concerning his most recent anniversary on 5/ 10/ 66. As the Bureau is 
aware, in former years prior to my arrival, there lias been much criticism by some 
of the Bureau's most vociferous, influential, and prominent enemies who reside and 
work in this Division. There has been none to anyone in this Division within the 
past two years. I am on a first-name basis with the ranking and influential members o: 
the press, television and radio. Numerous favorable examples could be given. The 
public and press relations have never been better in this Division according to our 
records and the memory of the experienced personnel assigned to this office." 

Inquiry of the Crime Records Division reflects that the Bureau "enjoys a good 
press" in the Los Angeles area. Furthermore, inspection findings to date reflect 
that Grapp is highly regarded by the persons contacted outside the office. A review 
of his #3 cards reflects numerous contacts with highly placed persons in the Los 
Angeles area. „afc 

14, The anonymous letter alleges that he has issued instructioi^that*pey are 

not to bring up any problems or sénd through any mail after 3:00 day.

I am the first 
SAC to serve on the Executive Committee of this Assoeiation in approximately 
ten years, In addition, I serve on the Executive Committee of the Los Angeles 
County Peace Officers Association, the third largest in the Nation. For the 
second consecutive year, every major law enforcement organization in the state 
has passed commendatory resolution concerning the Director and the Bureau, 
and copies have been forwarded to the Bureau, and where appropriate to the 
White House and the Attorney General. I have a fine official and personal relation- 
ship with the ranking iaw enforcement officials throughout the Division with the 
exception of COP William Parker. He has not caused this Bureau any trouble in 
this Division since my arrival. Obviously and pursuant to Bureau instructions I 
am not close to him. The allegation is completely false. " 

< 

Inspection findings to date indicate that relationshipewith law enforcement 
officials with the exception of Chief of Police William Parker are excellent. 

As indicated previously, the Crime Records Division indicates that the Bureau 
enjoys "a good press" in the Los Angeles area. 

19. The letter alleges that Grapp has continued "to belittle the abilities of 
Attorney General Katzenbach and has talcen no pains to keep these views from the 
United States Attorney T s Office." The letter indicated that this attitude has 
hurt statistical accomplishments. 

To this Mr. Grapp replies, "This is an outright lie. I have never made 
disparaging remarks about the ability of the Attorney General as I am not 
acquainted with such matters. My working relationship with the U. S. Attorney* s 
Office through Manuel Real, the USA, is excellent. He and his wife are social 
acquaintances of my wife and me. Mr. Real and I frequently have lunch together 
and'discuss matters of mutual interest. Our personal and working relationships 
are superb. 


"The following data is set forth as to statistics: 


VFor the fiscal year 1965 the Los Angeles Office finished ahead 
previous year in all four categories. In addition, this office led all DfvAgfons in 
Convictions with 769, which is 157 or 25% more than the second place offlce. 

We also led all Divisions in Fugitives apprehended with 1,045, which is 352 or 
51% more than the second place office. It was the greatest year in the history 
of this Division and appears to be the best or one of the best overall records of 
äny Division in the Bureau in peace time. At present and throughout this fiscal 
year, 1966, we have led all Divisions each and eVery month in the total number of 
Convictions as weU as Fugitives apprehended. As of 3/31/66 we had 533 Convictions,

which is 149 more, or 39%, than the second place office. We had 856 Fugitives, 
which is 280 more, or 49%, than the next office. As of 3/31/66 this Division was 
ahead of last year in 3 out of 4 categories, By the end of this month, May, 1966, ‘ 

and at the end of this fiscal year, we will be aiiead of similar periods for last 
year in Convictions, Autos Recovered, and Fugitives apprehended. We will 
surpass last year, which until now was the greatest year for statistics in the 
history of any Field Division in peace time. The allegation is completely false.” 

During the regular inspection contact with the United States Attorney, this 
allegation was not raised; however, the usual questions concerning cooperation 
were discussed. The United States Attorney was enthusiastic in his regard for 
SAC Grapp and the Agents of the Los Angeles Office. 

20. The allegation is made in the anonymous letter that there is a morale 
problem in the Los Angeles Office. 

To this Mr. Grapp replied, "In mv opinilm, it is unusually high and a canvass 
of the key personnel should so reflect. The allegation is a falsehood. ,r 


I specifically inquired of each Agent supervisor as to the morale in the 
Los Angeles Office. None indicated that there was any morale problem and each 
rated Agent morale as excellent. Two supervisors rated clerical morale as very 
good and the remainder ratèd it excellent» 

21. The anonymous letter alleges that while Grapp is a m 
Catholic faith his practices are not approved by that chürch.

I sent a reporter out to get the facts on a crime they get a 
minimum of cooperation. He said in effect they got less 'than 
they should from the local authorities and fröm the Federal 
authorities they got èven less and the worst offender of all 
was the FBI. In a loud audihle voice so that all could hear, 
including the speaker, I stated that at the completioh of his 
talk I would demand timé for rehuttal. He then proceeded to 
castigate the FBI in its operation hy making the following 
allegations : 


1. He stated a good example of the lack of coopera- 
tion hy the FBI involved the alleged skimming operation in 
Las Vegas. He said the EBI had puhlicly stated that we häd 
information reflecting extensive skimming hy hoodlums. When 
the appropriate agency of the State of Nevada attempted to 
get the details we refused to give them that information or 
even appear at the hearings and gave them no cooperation. 

2. He said it was not uncommon for the FBI to make 
an arrest and three days later his newspaper would get the news 
release. He gave no specifics. 


1 3. He stated he was sick and tired of the F5BI handling 
hank rohhery matters and making the news release out of Bureau 
Headquarters in Washington, D. C. 

4. He said that in following the Top Ten Program 
or Ten Most Wanted List and the apprehension of some of these 
individuals he was in douht. He indicated he had douhts as 
to whether they were put on the list in good faith or whether 
we knew their whereahouts hefore they were added. 

5. He stated another example of the uncooperative 
nature of the FBI involved the Sinatra case. He said the FBI 
flatly refused to inform the Los Angeles Police Department and 
the late Chief of Police WILLIAM PAJRKER that there was a kidnaping 
case even though it was also in his jurisdiction. Further 
we refused to cooperate entirely with the LAPD concerning this 
matter and it was the FBI’s fault hecause of its refusal to 
communicate with PARKER. 


After making the ahove allegations he then went into 
generalities pertaining to puhlic apathy. The speech lastecLcdb 
app roxima t ely 20 minutes. 

Upon the completion of the speech I immediately, ubok 
the floo r and in a firm voice that all could hear I diiâee^ed 

attention to the fact that he did not know what he was 
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( talking about in his allegations concerning the PBI. I was 
polite hut forceful and firm throughout my presentation. I 
then rebutted each allegation in its entirety as follows: 

. 1. As to the FBI not appearing hefore a panel in 

■ Las Vegas I called his attention to the fact that apparently 
he was nöt familiar with the law although he should have some 
knowledge of it because of his position and background and 
he should know that to "try" any such matters in the newspaper 
prior to appropriate Judicial proceedings could seriously 
J jeopardize any current or future prosecutions of persons in- 
I volved. I pointed out that his newspaper on numerous occasions 
\has carried such articles pertaining to cases and court rulings 
Jto this very effect. 

2. I directed his attention to his statement that 
^ news releases were three days late. I pointed out to him there 
was no substance whatsoever and he had failed entirely in citing 
so much as even one instance of a delay. I challenged him to 
do so if he could. I pointed out to him that each press release 
is made contemporaneously with the arrest and that at no time 
had there ever been any inquiry, complaint, or criticism by 
his newspaper as to the promptness or completeness of the 
releases and no information has been received indicating such 
* was furnished them other than concurrently with the arrest. 


3. I called his attention to the fact that he elaimed 

) he was sick and tired of having news releases come out of 
Washington concerning bank robberies. He was informed that 
from memory during the past year alone I estimated this office 
handled approximately 300 or more news releases and press 
inquiries and I could recall only one instance in which there 
was a release on a bank robbery matter out of Washington. I 
told him that that case involved a Ten Most Wanted Fugitive, 

, which had not only local interest but also had district, 
regionalj and nationwide interest because of the man's background, 
propensities 5 travels, etc., and the release out of Washington 
was entirely fitting and proper. He was also told that his, 
newspaper could and did receive all fill-in information they 
needed concerning this matter from the local FBI Office. It 
was pointed out to him the fugitive was not even annrehended 
in Los Angeles but in a distant city. (1 1 b6

\ 4. His attention was directed to the false^jpllegations 

or implication that he left concerning the FBI’s seleet-ion of 

persons for the Top Ten or Ten Most Wanted list. I told him 

that since the inception of the program I knew of no instance 
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where any fugitive was added to this list where we had any 
indication as to his present whereahouts. I called his attention 
to the fact that he had completely failed to document such an 
unfounded allegation and had failed to mention even one such 
alleged instance. I told him he could not hecause such alleged 
, instances did not exist. 


5. I directed his attention to the unfounded and 

( unwarranted statement he had made concerning the FBI and its 
lack of cooperation with the Los Angeles Police Department and 
Chief PARKER. I told him that he apparently was unaware of 
all the facts in this situation, including the appearance of 
Chief PARKER on a local television program shortly after the 
kidnaping was successfully solved and handled in a highly. 
competent manner hy the FBI. On that program PARKER stated 
to the effect the EBI cooperates with the Los Angeles Police 
Department and the Police Department works with the EBI in 
bank rohheries and in other types of cases in which there is 
concurrent jurisdiction. PARKER also stated that on a daily 
basis there was an exchange of information hetween his Depart- 
nen.t and the PBI. Also on this program he stated that the 
3inatra Kidnaping case was a highly unusual case with extra- 

I 'ordinary circumstances and did not represent the usual situation. 
(Interview of 2 /5/64 on Los Ang eles television Station KHJ-TV hy 
News Commentator l J ) I informed him that I had b6 

heen in PARKER’s company on various occasions since the Sinatra b7c 
Kidnaping case and at no time .did he ever voice any critieism 
of the EBI. 


I concluded hy stating that I was frequently in 
the company of NORMAN CHANDLER, the owner of the newspaper ^ 
had lunch with OTIS CHANDLER, the nuhlishe r. I and others 
from the FBI were in freauent contact withl 
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and numerous others at his newspaper. I pointed 
out to him that I make it a practiee of periodically going 
through the Los Angeles Times huilding and visiting with the 
key officials. At no time had I met him hecause he had never 
heen in when I was there. I pointed out to him that I specifically 
ask each of his official superiors as well as the other appro- 
priate personnel if they have any criticism whatsoever of the 
EBI and its handling of news releases. I pointed out to him , 
that each and every such contact has resulted in the statement 
hy his official superiors and associates they had no criticism 
whatsoever and were highly pleased. I pointed out to him^that 
definitely he did not have the facts concerning his fals< 
allegations involving the EBI, that his attack was enti<^ 

Iwithout hasis, and he apparently did not even know wtot 
[göihg on in his own newspaper office concerning its^el^tions

with the EBI. With that I sat down. 

' My rehuttal took approximately 10 minut es. There 

was hearty applause. When I completed it I l appeared shaken, b6 

was at a loss for words and some described him as in a "state b7 ' 
of shock." He stood facing me during my entire presentation. 

He said ahsolutely nothing when I häd completed ray comments 
,and chällenges foi* specifics for his false allegations. He 
i made no attempt to talk, argue or to rehut and stood silently 
for approximately 2 minutes. Shoftly thereafter instead of 
' answering questions for an hour or more as was originally 
scheduled he hurriedly departed the area. Before he departed 
he was challenged hy a ü. S. Narcotics official for having 
such poor quality of reporters that some were so husy playing 
cards they wouldn’t take a press release. Another official 
pointed out to him that in the past three years his paper did 
not have even one reporter assigned to the downtown Federal 
Building . 


It should he noted that when I was part way through 

! my rehuttal there was distraction and disturhance among one 
segment of the audience. I turned and quickly recognized them 
to he memhers of the Intelligence ünit of the Los Angeles 
Police Department. It will he recalled they again hecame 
[unhappy at the Bureau recently when we determined they had in 
their possession an unauthorized eopy of an FBI report on La 
Cosa Nostra originally ohtained surreptitiously hy the Dallas 
Police Department. One of the individuals in this Intelligence 
ünit, which reports directly to the Chief, was given a 30 day 
suspension concerning this matter. When the attempted disruption 
started I turned, pointed to them, identified them to the 
entire gathering and demanded that they act like gentlemen and 
conduct themselves in the same manner that they would desire 
were they speaking. They were told such gentlemanly conduct 
on their part would he appreciated hy the entire audience. 

That silenced them immediately. They acted like small hoys 
who had been publicly reproved. It raised the question in my 
mind whether this Intelligence ünit provided the information 
or the stimulus for the speaker to make the above-referred to 
wild unfoxmded allegations. *

Immediately after the meeting approximately lOö ranking 
officers in attendance including representatives from the USA’s

etc. queued up in line and made many highly flattering comments 3 
some of which are as follows : 
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"You made an excellent choice to take on that jerk," 
"It was one of the most articulate rehuttals ever made." "You 
rehutted each and every allegation in its entirety, " "He 
asked for it and you laid him out like a rug, " "That young 
man who was the speaker learned a very valuahle lesson the 
hard way," "You did the FBI proud today," "It is the hest 
! rehuttal I have ever heard 5 " "You certainly represented the FBI 
in the highest tradition of the Bureau," "Taking the floor 
and dominating the situation and making the speaker eat his 
; own words will not only serve as a valuahle lesson for the 
| speaker hut all in attendance, that is, ’don’t take on the 
» FBI unless you have the facts,’ "etc. 


J As can he seen from the ahove, the false allegations 
and the attempted heckling was promptly, effectively and 
thoroughly handled. 


It is my intention under the appropriate circumstances 
to discuss th e atroci ous allegations and unwarranted attack 
[on the EBI hy | I with his official superiors at the Los 

Angeles Times. I also intend to take up the attempted dis- 
respectful conduct of the Intelligence Officers of the Los 
Angeles Police Department who are PARKER trained and loyal 
to his views eoncerning the FBI at the appropriate time and 
under the appropriate circumstances with the Chief of Police 
and/or the Los Angeles Police Commission. 
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I will continue to protect the good name of the 
Bureau and its officials from each and every attack hy our 
enemies .

Your delinquency in investigative matters has exceedad the fieid average 
for a proionged period. Attack this problem witli force and ingenuity to bring 
about a reduction. 

It is heartening to note you have corrected the serious downward trend 
in fines, savings and recoveries since the iast inspeetion and are up in this 
category at the end of the first quarter of fiscal year 1967. However, your 
fine record in convictions during the last fiscal year has not been continued 
and I was most disappointed io leam that your office had a five percent defi* 
ciency in this statistical category. TMs area of prime importance must be 
given your personal attention and coordinated and aggressive effort must be 
exerfced to fuUy measure up to your potentiai in statistical accomplishments . 

I wili eapect continued improvement untü a favorable record ls again achieved. 

t was pleased that your bank robbery solution rate had improved since 
the last inspection. Ifowever, I am appaüed by the aiarming number of pending 
unsoived matfcers. You wiil be expeeted to mafee significant additional improve- 
ment in this mosfc undesirable situation. Closely foliow the instructions and 
suggestions of fciie Assistant Birector. The solutiön öf two cases vöiidi occurred 
at the conciusion of the inspection and vÄiich may ciear fourteen additionai 
unsoived robberies is a step in the right direction. 

The progress you have mado in identifying additionai Ba Cosa Nostra 
members and the ittcreased number of indictments oWained in interstato 
gambiing cases should be incentives to even greater accompiishments in 
tliese fields. I was pieasèd to note that the quality and number of your top- 
echeion informants have improved. Continuo to emphasize ihe noed for more 
Va. Cosa Nostra member infovmants. Your over-aU Criminai InfceUigenCö 
and Ihterstato Gambiing Programs were rated very goöd. 

The Criminal Informant Program in your office was aiao rated very 
good. 1 was pieased with the substantial increase in the number of potentiai 
criminai informants. Jhsure specific asstgnments are glven theso hidividuals.

liowever, e3Jpanded coverage is ßtill necessary to insure you are aware of all 
possible dovelopments ln acivance. 

Your Security Informanfc Program was rated very good. I was pleased 
to ieam that quality inlormants of your office afforded excellent coverage of 
the recent Hationai ConVention of the Communist Party in Kew Yorfe City. 

The decrease in security informants, potential security informants and inform-* 
ants witiiin tne Communist Party makes it essentiai for you to take aggressive 
steps to curtaii tliis unfavorable trend. A ready reservoir of potential sources 
must be maintained. Ä is obvious that the effectiveness of your coverage wili 
suffer if remedial action is not instituted immediatöiy. You liave one of tlie 
most volatüe "New Left” contingents in the country. Your coverage in this 
field must be broadened so tliat you may stay abreast of any activities witliin 
our Jurisdiction. 

Buring the inspection, eiglit eubstantivc errors were detected. This 
number is quite signiücant in view of the shorfc period Wiich had elapsed since 
the last inspection. It fs obvious thafc tighter supervisory controls are needed 
to forestail simiiar derelictions inthe future. 

It was encpuraging that only one doadiine was missed in civil rights 
investigations but missed deadünes in fugitive cases were above ths field 
average and must be reduced. 

I was dtsappointed to leam tliat your offlce was not preparing interview 
logs in all instances where required. You will be ejipected to talce vhatever 
action is necessary to insure that a!i Agonts comply with their responsibüities 
in tiiis regard. Thts same deficiéncy shouid not be detected during future 
inspections. 

Your Chief Clerk’s Office was found in general to bo functioning 
effeetiveiy. A noteworthy reduction in project work has been accomplished 
since the 2ast inspection. However, tiie percentaga of misfüed index cards 
was slighüy higiier than during the past inspection. This trend must be 
reversed. 

The production of your stenographers and typists must be improved. 
ft is understandable that there are certäin probiems inherent in tiie trainjfng 
of now employees who may not for a time rneet the production levels^&a^ 
more esrperieneed employees. Nevertheiess, your stenographic pmd%tion 
during the inspection was not only beiow the average for officea^€omparabie 
size, which have slmiiar problems witli new employees, but hadd^oVeassd

from tiio previous inspection. You must require a renewtd emphasis on 
training and cioaely foilow the atenograpMc pooi eupervieory realisnment to 
insure it resultä in increased officiency. Tne two new stenographers who 
faileä the stenograpiiic examination during the inspectlon must be afforded 
dictation experience and then glven a furtiier examination. The results siiouXd 
be forwarded to the Bureau with your re commendations . 

{ was keenly disappointed to find tiiat an /.gent had heen making 
erroneous entrles on several Bureau registers withoufc this being detected 
by tlie b 08 /ngeies supervisory staff. it was even more alarming to find 
that some employeea in the ofiice were not aware of the rule requiring tlie 
initialing of telephonie entries on registers. You are being ce nsured jor — - 
your failure to exercise proper admini strative control ove’r the handling of 
this procedure by employees of your office. You must insure tiiat aXX 
employees adhere to Bureau reguXations In the future. 

The amount of time spent in the office fay /igents at Bos / ngeles con* 
tinues to be high and reduction ShouXd bo a real tesfc of your administrative 
abliity. 


You will be expacted to foXIow implicifeXy Bureau instructions regardlng 
record checks and the additional admlnistrative controls ordered by the 
Assistant Birector. 2 will not toXerate any additional premature ehecks of 
outslde records, such as those of Baltimore Confidential Souree 4. You may 
destroy your tabulations of record checks prlor to tiie starfe of ihe inspection. 

2 note that you are not requesting additionaX /gent personnel at this 
time in view of the heavy demands on the Bureau in ofiier areas. This is 
an admirable spirit and you should inculcate fehis idea in your personnel to 
insure that we meet and fully discharge our resPonsibiXlties daspite the ever- 
increasing work load. 

2 was pleased to learn thafe your applicant recruiting programs, both 
/-gent and clerical, had produced noteworfehy results. It 13 imperative, 
however, that ihese programs continue to receive thé closesfc attenfcion to 
insure that qualified applicants, including those who are members of 
groups, are avaiiable as needed. 

The number of missed deadlines in applicant investigations fS 
since ihe previous inspectlon and, while still belowthe fieXd avera^V, will 
be a cause for concem if fehis situation ts allowed to continue.

I was pleased to note that your police training and Nationai Academy 
programs aro being operated inan effective manner. 

The favorable eomments conceming to PBI received by the Inspection 
Staff from oföciais and others in your territory are most gratifying and 
indicate that a favorabie image of our organization is being sustafned by your 
Office.

It is 
understood and agreed that the sum tendered herewith is a voiuntary, gratuitous contribution to said fund which I understand 
is to be administered in the foliowing manner. 

The Director of the FBI will appoint a committee which shall consider all matters pertaining to the acquisition, safe 
keeping and expending of said fund, which committee will recommend appropriate action to the Director in pertinent matters. 
The Assistant Director of the Administrative Division of the FBI shall receive all contributions and account for same to the 
Director. Upon the death of any Special Agent who is a member of said fund the appointed committee will consider the case 
and submit a recommendation to the Director as to its conclusions. Appropriate instructions will then be issued to the Assist- 
ant Director of the Administrative Division, directing him to pay to the designated beneficiary the sum of $20,000. The liability 
of the fund shall not under any circumstances exceed the amount of monies in the fund at the time any liability shall occur.

DETAILS: 


Background: On 6/3/68 elements of POCAM picketed the Department 
of Justice resülting in locking of all exits; extra and extreme 
security precautions being taken within the building; and 
confrontation of the Attorney General by POCAM elements on 
6/4/68. The demonstration was triggered by arrests in Los Angeles 
of members of a militant Mexican-American group known as the 
Young Chicanos for Community Action (Brown Berets) . Arrests 
took place ori 6/1/68 and were followed by sizable demonstrations 
by Mexican-American elements in Los Angeles on that date and 
on 6/2/68. Two of the 13 Brown Berets indicted by the Los Angeles 
grand jury were with the POCAM Mexican-American contingent in 
Vfeshington. We asked SAC, Los Angeles, to obtain explanations 
for failure, or delay, in reporting details of the Los Angeles 
demonstrations to Bureau. We also asked for explanations as 
to inability of informant coverage of Brown Berets to supply 
prior notification of the demonstrations in Los Angeles .

Grapp points out that his office had no means of 
obtaining prior knowledge of the planned demonstration in 
Washington, D. C. on 6/3/68 which used as its basis the arrests 
of the seven Brown Berets in Los Angeles . 


Grapp notes that t he demonst rations in Los Angeles 
should have been known to SA | | as they occurred and 

although peaceful should have beèn promptl y reported to the 
Bureau. He has i-ecommended censure for SA | | for his 

delay in reporting these demonstrations . 

Observations : The secrécy of the indictments handed down by 
the Los Angeles grand jury was removed when the indictments 
were first served by the LAPD on 6/1/68 and information regarding 
them should have been available to the Los Angeles Office 
through effective police liaison channels . At that time 
we would have learned that two of the indicted individuals 
were not in Los Angeles but were in Washington with elements 
of the Mexican-American contingent of POCAM. Whether or not 
Los Angeles Office was aware of the planned demonstration in 
Washington or whether Los Angeles should have been in a position 
to obtain such inf ormation is not at issue here . Had Los Angeles 
merely reported the arrests of the Mexicari Americans in 
Los Angeles and the presence of the two indicted subjects in 
Washington that information could have been furnished by the 
Bureau to the Department of Justice and would have been available 
to the Director for his evaluation in analyzing the basis for 
the demonstration which took place 6/3/68 at the Department of 
Justice building. *

Mr . Grapp, as SAC, has overall responsibility for^y ^ 
establishment of effective police liaison and standing Bure^u^ 
instructions have alerted him of need to notify Bureau of jtll 
demonstrations of a protest nature which may be of potent&a£^ 
interest to the Bureau. The Los Angeles Office, through its 
police liaison, should have impressed on the LAPD the Bureau's 
interest in matters of this nature to a degree sufficient to 
insure notification to appropriate Los Angeles Office officials 
or Agents during off-duty hours over the weekend of 6/1-2/68. 
Grapp's liaison with LAPD was obviously inadequate and reporting 
of the incidents noted by his office was delayed as has been 
previously pointed out .

Aubrey would have been all that had 
to happen to television — as though 
it were not already in so much trouble 
that the whole fabric of franchises of 
the air — generally overlooked as a v 
property belonging to the public and 
given to the licensees without charge 
of any kind — pure and simply what 
has become a license to steal — may 
be blasted into legislation a hundred 
times more .stringent within the next 
few years. 


Aubrey, it is all too vivid- 
ly recalled, was the ageing boy genius 
who was fired fröm the presidency of 
CBS-TV four years ago, as the dlrect re- 
sult* of a forty-two-week campaign in 
CLOSE-UP for (1) according three hours 
of prime time to Keefe Brasselle, who 
had never had the remotest previous ex- 
perience behind the cameras, (2) for 
accepting kickbacks in the form. of free 
penthouse apartments, chauffeured lira- 
ousines and girls, girls, girls, and ■ 

(3) for being involved, more than once, 
in;beating up girls — one affair, in 
Chicago, for instance, ending in . 


L f affaire Aubrey at CBS 
was so salty, in f act, that after 
lawsuits were filed against the 
network for having given such a char- 
acter such vast stock options, Aubrey 
had to reqlinquish them, with a loss 
of more than a million dollars. 


However, it was not too dif- 
ficult to see that Hughes, whose main 
obsessions have been those of flying 
and girls, girls, girls (supplied with 
black silk stockings), recognized a 
kindred spirit. 


This was underlined in thatjy 
Hughes* legal beagle, Greg Bautzer, tne 
playboy of the Beverly Hills Polo Loungey 
, *spo.nsored u Aubrey, who, l'ike Bobby Ev- 
ans, of Paramount, his other protege, is 
his pal in the eternal chase after all 
the little starlets.

jJow as it happens, I personally do 
not indulge in the remotest interest in 
sports -•* at least, the outdoor variety 
-- but it is simply painful to accept 
Jim Healy, whose constant posture is al- 
ways that of the smirk, the supercilious- 
ness, and., worst of all, the smug air of 
infallibility which he assumes. 

But I just happened to note that 
despite that he sneered and disparaged 
and ran-down Bobby Ramos, and as good as 
despatched him to Forest Laivn, Ramos won 
his fight — was it by a knockout? — 
and, if that weren T t enough, repeated 
the whole oily brutal sarcasm about Sonny 
Liston, and the guy just about murdered 
his opponent. 

✓ 

All right’, he made two wrong gues- 
ses — and CLOSE-UP, even, has been prov- 
en slightly less than axiomatic — but 
isn*t the viewer entitled to the simple 
graciousness of a retraction and some 
kind of apology? Not with Jim Healy. He 
forges right on, with all kinds of cuti- 
cisms, always outguessing Walter 0 T Mal- 
le Y? Jack Kent Cooper and the horses at 
the racetrack. 

That T s just one of the banalities 
of the whole hour, in fact — everybody 
is trying to be so light, so gay, so tres 
charming and witty. ' Is this the Smothers 
Brö'thers -- or a news show? 

Reverting to Baxter Ward, the other 
night he used a u teaser Tt or Tt trailer M in 
advance of the show per se the photographic 
and spoken text that the FBI locally was 
in the midst of an unprecedented scandal 
and upheaval. 

It had a lot of sensationalism. 

It was obviously planted as the ft hot Tt 
story of the day.' 

Well, Mr. Campbell, it is element- 
ary in journalism that the ma in story makes 
for the front page-headline , first and fast- 
est. 

But Ward held the whole thing until 
’almost the end of the entire hour, preceded 
with a long, long, long sequence of little 
cute children singing at a friendship cere- 
mony at City Hall; the extended film of 
Robert Paige and the alocholic women; the 
detailed and seemingly hardly-ever-ending 
reprise of the adoption centre; the sports 
by Jim Healy (with all those jokes and all 
that expertise), and the interminable shots 


— for what reason? -- of the paintings 
at Barnsdall Park ? interspersed with a 
few legitimate clips of the Vietnam war 
and the political developments. 

At last, he came on with it. As 
I got it, Mark Lane, the attorney mainly 
identified with the Warren Reoort attacks, 
had produced some letter or petition 
Ramsay Clark, the attorney general, and I 
somehow — like most viewers, I was only 
getting the import, rather than the specific 
facts, that, among other things, J. Edgar 
Hoover was senile and a meglomaniac to a 
criminal degree, and somehow one also drew 
the inference that a lot of the local FBI 
force was on the verge of mass resigna tions. 
Maybe the text doesn* t say exactly that, as 
I say -- but it somehow formed a pattern. 

said he had indisputable proof tha t in a 
kidnap case, one of the FBI men had him- 
self paid off a kidnapper, and then had 
been forced to let the felon escape, be- 
cause V/esley Grapp,head °f the Los Angeles 
ottice, nao taken over the radio, and pan- 
icked, and was given over to such obscene 
langua ge that it could not be transmitted 
to the other cars in the case. 

First of all, isn T t Mark Lane just 
a fugitive from all those other flakes and 
queers and dope addicts and nuts of all oth- 
er varieties from the Joe Pyne show? Hasn T t 
he long since rëached the point of over-ex- 
posure? I mean, here T s a guy who has even 
resorted to writing at great length about 
his Tt cause Tt in the Free Press, a degenerate 
organ for crackpots — and for homosexuals 
baldly advertising for lovers, as are lesbi- 
ans and threesomes. Isn T t that enough to 
rule this character off a presumably ethical 
and reÜable public organ such as the Ameri- 
can Broadcasting Company? 

Now the viewer had.to lisji<$|5?& Mark 
•Lane, drawing a rancidly raw pi d&gire (^jXthe 
FBI, charging that Hoover was^iptuaÄly^ bask- 
et case, and that two hundn^Lcâ^sâ or^G-men 
were cut off for closing on a fednapper, 
all because V/esley Grapp waèN^Ving a lot of 
dirty words on the radio semip. 


It sounded to me like a damn serious 
situation — and one that, if at a 11 valid,. 
belonged on the front page of every newspaper 
and as the headline of every television and 
radio news show* 


To be sure the father of the kidnap 
victim, a responsible local businessman, the

president of Gribaltar Savings and Loan, 
was presented, and stated that he him- 
self was in one of the cars in the FBI

Then, finally, at long, long 
last -- was it something .ike twelve 
full minutes on the air? he 'lamely ad- 
mitted that u the letter M wftich had spur- 
red the entire contretemps was nothing 
more than A Xerox copy, lacking both a 
letterhead and a signature. 

I subm'it , Mr. Campbell, that 
this is a staggering piece of shameless ’ 
journa lism. 

I called the FBI to determine 
if Baxter Ward had checked out the story, 
and as usual in that organizat ion T s poli- 

cy, they would issuè no statement, except 
to say that ABC had been given no confir- 
mation whatever. 

It is obvious , therefore, that 
solely on the'basis of a Xerox duplicate, 
lacking even the name ot the writer, hav- 
ing no other information, Baxter Ward and 
his staff blew the whole thing into ,, news. ,t 

.The mere concept of the head of 
one of the most important key centres of . 
the FBI losing his cool, blowing his top, 
panic-stricken andl reduced to hysterical 
obscenity, is utterly ludicrous and ridic- 
ulous. 


But Baxter Ward was pe.rfectly pre- 
pared to accept it — 

And what is ten thousand times 
worse -- he was ready to have his viewers 
-- in his capacity as a valid, reliable 
journalist , speaking from the forum of 
one of the main television stations of 
the city — take it from him that it all 
made sense. 

God , what a monstrous fraud upon 
the public! 

It is my belief that this consti- 
tutes a grievance with the Federal Commun- 
ications Commission, grave enough + o jeop- 
ardize your license. 

You -- and Baxter Ward -- and your 
a ttorneys — may feel it all very well 
and even good — that he ultimately kissed 


it all off — but it T s not that easy, 
not, as the fellow said, by a long 
shot. 


It is not at all what Ward 
had to say in the figurative small 
print -- it was the black overcast 
that remained in the viewer T s mind 
— and the damage was done — for 
it must be remembered that nearly 
everyone listens and watches with 
only half-an-ear and half-an-eye. 

The net effect was that J.. 
Edgar Hoover, the head of one of the 
most vital agencies of the Government, 
and Wesley Grapp, the director of one 
of the most important key centres of 
the FBI , were subjected to vicious, 
villifying professional — and personal 
attacks 


I.attempted to secure some kind 
of rationalization o.r explanation from 
Baxter Ward, and was connected with Ron 
Burton, who, I was informed, was orie of 
the editors. 

He was loud, rude, arbitrary 
— and, apparently in the news room im- 
age established by Ward — terribly sup- 
ercilious. 

He advised me , if I had any com- 
plaint, to address a letter to you, Mr. 
Campbell. 

The whole snow, aside from the 
various "straight" announcements of the 
war, or the riots, or the political camp- ' 
aigns, etcetera, seems entirely a "fun" 
hour for the participants .

Your headquarters city office space, although very crowded, was 
found to he secure and well maintained. The space occupied by the resident 
agencies was also found to be secure and well maintained. I note fche pro- 
posed move of the headquarters city office to the new Federal Building in 
Wesfc Los Angeles is now scheduled for next spring. The plans for this move 
shouid be followed dosely and liaisön with the General Services Administration 
must be aggressively maintained to insure tliat the Bureau’s Interesis are 
protected. 


The condition of your automotive fleet was found to be improved 
since tlie last inspection. No safety defects were detected in the automobiles 
inspected. Your automotive operating costs were found to foe beiow the 
average; however, your repair costs exceeded the field average. You must 
confclnue to stress economy in footh operating and repair co^jg^applicable to 
your cars. The incidence o£ automofoile accidents hasjyn^aa^ since the 
lasfc inspecüon indicating that additional emphasis afust btgplaced on the need 
for defensive driving foy ail empioyees of your office^* 


I am pleased to note your statisücal accompHshments for Fiscal 
Year 1888 exceeded those of the previous year in ail categories. Your ac- 
compllshments for the first three months of Fiseal Year 1989, however, 
show you are down in the numfoer of convictions recorded and ahead in the 
other three categories. I expect you to press vigorously to bring afoout a 
reversal in the deciine in convictions.

X am concerned that your delinquency has exeeeded the üeld 
average éach month for some ttme. While you have ccnisiderably reduced 
your rate of delinq.uency since the iast inspection, it is still too highand 
every effort must be expended to elfect further reductions. 

As you well laiow, X am vitally concerned about racial matters 
and no phase of our operations is more critical. Although there have been 
no major ractal disturbances in the Los Angeles area in reeent months, the 
situation is extremely volatile. Somè improvement has been noted in your 
Baciai Informant Program but there is an urgent need for additional coverage 
in the Black Banther Party and thè Nation of Islara. 

X am pleased with the success achieved in solving bank robberies 
and burglaries sinee the last inspection and you should follow cloeeiy the 
Inspector’s instructions and suggestions to even further improve your accom- 
plishraents. Your Criminal Informant and Security Informant Programs were 
both rated excellent. I am pieased to note the posiüve results achieved through 
the effecttve Iiandttng of double agents by your office. 

X note your Criminal Intelligence and Xnterstate Gambling Actlvittes 
Programs were rated excellent. The accomplishments of your office in this 
field are indeed gratifying and continue to be indicative of what can be done 
with an enthnsiastic and aggressive approach. 


The excessive number of missed fugittve deadlines seriously detracts 
from a better-than-average handling of applicant and civil rights matters where- 
in missed deadlines were beiow average. The nine substantive errors detected 


highiight the need for tighter supervision. 



field average. However, your stenographic and typing production^wa^below 
tlie field average and the number of retypes was above average. Afford these 
matters your personal attention to insure improvement. 


Whüe your recruitment of twenty-three Agent applicants and seven 
clericai applicants since the last inspectton is noteworthy, the fact remains 
that you have failed to recruit a single clericai applieant since being assigned a 
monüüy quota of one in geptember, I0G8. Your rating for Applicant Eecruit- 
mènt Matters is being downgraded to Very Good for this reason. Greater 
efforts must be expended to recruit clericai applicants for üie £eat of 
Government where the need continues to be most crittcal.

Your l l are providing diversified and quaüty coverage b7D 

and your National Academy, liaison and police training programs appear b7E 
effective. 

I have carefully evaluated your request for sixteen additional 
Agents. The Los Angeles Öfficé is indeed a productive one and the factors 
which you cite as justification for an increase in Agent personnel are im- 
pressive. I must be guided, however, by the overali needs of the Bureau 
and in this regard it does not appear that your Agent personnei needs are 
any more urgent than those of most other offices. Ciosely follow such in- 
dicators as deiinquency, the average number of active pending cases per 
Agent, the cases ciosed per Agent, and simiiar factors so that you wiil be 
immediately aware of any changes in the situation. In the meantime I ex- 
pect you to insure the effective discharge of aii Bureau responsibilities in 
your territory. You must impress upon the Agents the need for greater 
efficiency, VVith aggressive leadership, ingenulty and innovation, the job 
can be done. This is what I expect. 


Concernlng your request for an increase in your derlcai compiement, 
t have approved eieven additionai clerits and one addittonai Badio liaintenance 
Technician at tiiis time. VVith respect to your request for fifteen additionai 
stenographers you have not justified this need to my satisfactlon. Carefully 
foiiow your stenographic productton for ninety days. Intensify training and 
other steps to increase production. M at that time you stitt feel additional 
stenographers are needed, you may resubmit your request, giving compiete 
detatls as to production, worh ioad and delinquency of yuar stenographic 
personnel. 


You and your ktssistant Spedai Agent in Charge must carefuily 
study the inspection findings and witiiin thlrty days of receipt of this ietter 
inform the Bureau of correetive aetion taken.
